Time  Capsule 

Then  and  Now:  A  History  of 

Mattapoisett  Grange  No.  215 

By  Earle  D.  Wilson 
fc     Read  January  19, 1967  at  the  70th  Anniversary 
*  There  is  no  more  enthralling  reading  than  the 

perusal  of  history  and  the  history  of  Mattapoisett 
Grange  makes  interesting,  informative  and 
entertaining  reading.  On  each  anniversary,  the 
writing  of  the  history  becomes  easier,  since  histories 
written  for  previous  such  celebrations  are  available 
for  reference  and  use.  t 

The  Grange  has  now  attained  the  ripe  old  age 
of  70  at  approximately  the  same  time  that  the 
National  Grange  —  just  about  old  enough  to  be  its 
mother  —  reaches  its  centennial.  The  list  of  officers 
and  others  in  Mattapoisett  Grange  reads  like  a 
"Who's  Who"  of  the  town. 

On  January  22, 1897,  in  Purrington  Hall,  a 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Grange 
was  held,  with  a  Grange  deputy  presiding. 
Following  a  few  remarks,  the  names  of  28  persons  to 
be  Charter  Members  were  obtained.  Four  days  later, 
21  of  these  met  at  the  home  of  Edwin  F.  Hammond 
and  named  three  or  four  committees.  It  was  on  that 
evening  that  it  was  voted  to  hold  meetings  on  the 
first  and  third  Thursday  nights  each  month,  "to 
commence  at  7:45  o'clock  until  May  when  they  are  to 
>egin  at  8  o'clock."  Seventy  years  later,  the  Grange 
"still  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday. 

Meeting  by  meeting,  attendance  at  those 
early  Grange  meetings  slowly  increased.  Discussions 
on  a  variety  of  topics  were  the  popular  and  frequent 
programs  provided  by  the  lecturer.  The  Grange  still 
has  discussions  but  not  always  during  the  lecturer's 
program! 

An  interesting  item  recorded  by  Grange 
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secretary,  Cora  M.  Denham,  for  an  October  meeting 
in  1900  lists  a  mouth-watering  report  on  the  feast- 
table  after  the  meeting.  It  included  salads,  cold  ham, 
cold  roast  beef  and  pork,  chicken  pie,  baked  beans, 
apple,  mince,  custard  and  squash  pies,  many  kinds 
of  cake,  hot  biscuits,  pickles,  coffee  and  many  kinds 
of  fruit.  Apparently,  Grangers  were  as  good 
trenchermen  in  those  days  as  they  are  in  1967! 

The  secretary  reported  that  one  male  Granger 
ate  so  much  at  that  feast  that  the  tires  of  his  bicycle 
gave  out  and  he  had  to  walk  home,  which,  perhaps, 
was  all  the  better  for  him. 

Building  a  horse  shed  for  the  convenience  of 
members  and  their  horses  was  an  early  project  for 
the  Grange  and  money  for  it  was  raised  in  a  great 
variety  of  ways. 

In  April,  1907,  Grange  brothers  had  charge  of 
the  program  which  was  as  follows:  Reading,  Henry 
L.  Denham;  talk  on  nursing,  Dr.  Walter  E.  Blaine; 
remarks,  Charles  T.  Dexter;  exhibition  of 
legerdemain  by  Attorney  J.E.  Norton  Shaw  and  a 
reading  by  the  Worthy  Master.  Mrs.  Alice  W.  Ashley 
was  secretary  at  the  time.

Stepping  along  quickly  now  we  come  to  the 
February  meeting  of  1917  and  quote  from  a  report  of 
the  Grange's  20th  anniversary  appearing  in  the 
March  1  issue  of  the  Mattapoisett  Courier.  More 
than  60  persons  gathered  in  the  recently  acquired 
Mattapoisett  Academy-Barstow  Building  still  owned 
by  the  Grange  to  celebrate  the  event.  Sixteen  of  the 
charter  members  were  still  living  in  1917. 

On  that  date,  Dr.  Blaine  was  master,  Mrs. 
Jane  Stanton,  secretary  and  Charles  W.  Ellis  Jr., 
overseer.  Incidentally,  Mrs.  Stanton  continued  for 
many  years  in  the  office  of  secretary.  It  was  stated  at 
the  observance  that,  after  meeting  for  some  time  in 
Purrington  Hall,  the  Grange  met  for  a  period  in 
private  homes  until  purchase  of  the  present  building 
in  1915.  There  was  a  chicken  pie  supper  to  mark  the 
occasion. 

A  delightful,  rhymed  "last  will  and 
testament"  was  read.  The  evening  closed  with  the 
singing  of  "Auld  Lang  Syne"  by  all  in  attendance. 

Records  of  Mattapoisett  Grange  still  extant 
are  in  several  books,  beginning  with  June  25, 1915, 
through  April  15, 1920.  As  secretaries  came  and 
went,  handwriting  in  the  book  varies  greatly  until 
Mrs.  Stanton  went  into  office,  when  it  became 
uniform  for  a  long,  long  time.  The  same  year  the 
new  hall  was  purchased,  the  Grange  was 
incorporated,  with  a  Constitution  and  by-laws. 

The  Charter  of  Mattapoisett  Grange  No.  215, 
Incorporated,  is  dated  October  13, 1915,  and  hangs     I 
on  the  wall  of  the  meeting  hall,  which,  it  may  be 
interesting  to  note,  originally  cost  only  a  few 
hundred  dollars  more  to  buy  than  it  cost  a  few 
months  ago  to  paint  and  repair  it.  The  amount  was 
$1,975,  with  a  mortgage  for  $1,250.  The  mortgage 
was  burned  in  April,  1930,  approximately  15  years 
later.  Charles  T.  Dexter  did  the  burning. 

The  building  was  dedicated  in  1919  at 
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impressive  exercises.  Kerosene  lamps  lighted  the 
hall  during  its  early  use,  although  not  for  long,  as 
electricity  was  introduced  into  the  building  in  1916. 
The  janitor  of  the  building  was  wont  to  hang  a 
ntern  out  on  the  gate  to  light  the  way  to  Grange  for 
ts  members.  Degree  teams  have  been  at  work  in  the 
organization  since  1909.  In  1922,  the  Silver 
Anniversary  of  the  Grange  was  pleasantly  observed. 

A  Junior  Grange  was  organized  about  1935. 
It  is  but  fitting  to  note  here  that  an  Honor  Roll  with 
15  names  hangs  in  Grange  Hall  as  a  tribute  to  the 
members  who  went  forth  to  battle  and  "made  their 
breasts  a  barricade  against  the  foe."  And  at  this  point 
I  would  like  to  give  credit  to  Mrs.  Anna  J.  Bradley  of 
this  town,  whose  rhymed  history  read  at  the  50th 
anniversary  of  this  Grange  has  been  most  helpful  in 
preparing  this  one.  I  have  used  it  freely. 

In  closing,  let  us  pause  for  a  moment  to  look 
back  over  the  70  years  to  the  days  when  the 
Mattapoisett  Grange  was  an  infant.  When  one 
speaks  of  the  "good  old  days,"  one  undoubtedly  is 
referring  to  the  period  from  right  after  the  Spanish- 
American  War  of  1898  to  just  before  World  War  I,  an 
era  when  there  were  no  income  taxes,  no  wars,  no 
rumors  of  war;  when  life  moved  most  slowly  but 
also  most  pleasantly. 

The  auto,  the  airplane,  the  radio,  the 
television  and  the  A-bomb  were  all  yet  to  arrive  on 

e  scene.  Old  Dobbin  was  a  slower  means  of 
ransportation  than  an  auto  but  he  also  was  a  great 
deal  safer.  Highway  deaths  from  traffic  were 
unknown. 

Then,  too,  moral  standards  and  religious 
fervor  were  high,  far  higher  than  they  are  today. 
Crime  was  at  a  low  ebb.  Boys  were  mischievous,  of 
course,  but  not  vicious  nor  malicious.  Juvenile 
delinquency,  due  perhaps  to  the  now  old-fashioned 
woodshed  and  its  paddling,  was  unknown.  There 
was  respect  for  law  and  for  elderly  folks. 

Youngsters  of  1967  wonder  how  youth  of 
1897  could  possibly  have  enjoyed  itself  without  juke 
boxes,  snack  bars,  motorcycles,  television,  and  high 
pressure  dating.  But  it  certainly  did,  more  slowly, 
less  noisy  and  not  so  rambunctious,  perhaps,  but 
there  was  more  clean  pleasure  in  the  Virginia  Reel 
than  in  today's  "Go-Go"  dances;  more  fun  in  a  hay 
wagon  than  in  a  Thunderbird  and  as  much 
excitement  in  a  corn-husking  bee  or  a  taffy  pull  as  in 
any  night  club  that  ever  spit  forth  its  liquor  and  its 
smut.

god  who  looked  both  forward  and  backward.  Since 
everything  we  have  to  do  today  is  predicated  upon 
the  past,  let  us  tonight  on  this  70th  anniversary  look 
back  over  the  years  and  the  folks  that  have  gone  by, 
some  for  many  years  now,  and  build  the  future  of 
the  Grange  upon  what  we  can  learn  from  its 
admirable  History.

Water  Superintendent  William  T.  Nicholson 
sent  the  board  a  copy  of  the  letter  he  addressed  to 
the  Fairhaven  Board  of  Public  Works  regarding  the 
connecting  of  the  former  Joseph's  Olde  Tavern  Inn 
located  at  143  Fairhaven  Road  to  their  sewage  A 

system.  ^^ 

According  to  Mr.  Nicholson,  the  proposed 
route  for  the  tie-in  would  be  along  the  edge  of  Route 
6  to  the  Fairhaven  line  and  into  the  existing  sanitary 
manhole  in  Route  6.  This  request  was  made  in  the 
aftermath  of  a  meeting  with  potential  buyers  of  the 
property  who  are  eager  to  reopen  and  have  agreed 
to  fund  tying  into  the  Fairhaven  sewage  line. 

A  copy  of  a  letter  was  next  received  from  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  to 
Board  of  Health  Chairman  Daniel  C.  Lee  Jr. 
regarding  the  town's  approval  to  accept  sludge  from 
the  Fairhaven  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  at  the 
municipal  landfill  on  Tinkham  Hill  Road.  The 
sludge  will  be  used  to  help  seal  the  landfill  and  must 
not  contain  any  free  draining  liquids.  The  town  can 
continue  accepting  sludge  at  the  landfill  for  the 
purpose  through  January  1, 1994. 

A  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  Council  on 
Aging's  October  13  meeting  was  also  sent  to 
Selectmen,  along  with  an  accounting  of  their  budget 
and  breakdown  of  the  CO  A  van  used  to  transport 
seniors  in  town.  Both  Chairman  DeCosta  and 
Selectman  Lambalot  openly  praised  the  efforts  of  theA 
group,  saying  what  a  great  help  they  are  to  the  town^ 
in  providing  service  and  support. 

The  final  piece  of  incoming  correspondence 
was  a  letter  from  Secretary  of  State  Michael  J. 
Connolly  commending  Town  Clerk  Lois  K.  Ennis 
and  her  fine  election  crew  for  "a  virtually  flawless 
effort"  in  tabulating  election  results  throughout  the 
year.

Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

November  10, 1992 
By  Chandra  Dewing 

A  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen 
was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  November  10, 1992 
at  7:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Edwin  "Ted"  Pratt  Jr., 
Selectman  James  Dougall,  Executive  Secretary  Ray  E. 
Pickles  and  Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

Olive  E.  Harris,  Chairwoman  of  the  Marion 
Recycling  Committee,  met  with  the  Board  to  discuss 
her  letter  regarding  the  starting  date  of  the 
recyclable  items  banned  from  landfills  and 
incinerators.  The  starting  date  of  the  ban  was 
proposed  to  be  January  1, 1993,  but  it  has  been 
postponed  until  at  least  April  1, 1993. 

Problems  of  this  tentative  date  arose  because 
a  sizable  increase  in  the  quantity  of  recyclables 
collected  may  not  be  able  to  be  accommodated.  Ehie 
to  the  fact  that  Marion  is  a  "recycling  community," 
SEMASS  does  not  inspect  trash  for  the  banned  items. 
A  dependable  plan  must  be  developed  in  order  to 
protect  the  environment  from  this  vast  amount  of 
trash. 

Auditor  Joseph  DeNucci  regards  waste  bans 
as  mandates.  The  public  is  urged  to  ensure  that 
banned  or  restricted  materials,  such  as  glass  and  tin, 
are  not  to  be  delivered  to  solid  waste  facilities. 
Comprehensive  recycling  will  not  be  totally 
successful  in  Massachusetts  until  the 
Commonwealth  fully  participates  in  funding  the 
program.  But  in  the  meantime,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW)  has  done  a  fine  job  in 
educating  the  community  about  the  need  for 
recycling.

The  buildings  are  located  on  Route  6  and 
will  be  donated  by  the  bank  to  the  Town  of  Marion.

Book  Reviews 


The  Best  American  Short  Stories  1992 

•  Robert  Stone  (editor),  Houghton  Mifflin,  $10.95 

"The  tale  proper,"  Edgar  Allan  Poe  wrote,  "affords  unquestion- 
ably the  fairest  field  of  the  exercise  of  the  loftiest  talent  which  can 
be  afforded  by  the  wide  domains  of  mere  prose." 

With  this  apt  quote,  Robert  Stone  introduces  this  year's  vol- 
ume of  Best  American  Short  Stories,  the  annual  arrival  of  which  many 
readers  anticipate.  The  satisfactions  of  the  short  story  are  intan- 
gible; but  like  the  touch  of  a  soft  breeze  or  an  ineffable  scent  or 
a  fleeting  glance  that  hints  of  more,  so  the  short  story  makes  you 
feel  you  have  been  let  in  on  a  secret  or  confession. 

Most  of  these  writers  take  up  the  union  between  human  life 
and  the  art  of  language  with  the  eye  of  a  realist.  Reynolds  Price, 
Joyce  Carol  Oates,  Tobias  Wolff,  Denis  Johnson,  and  others  deal 
with  so  large  a  picture  of  American  life  and  culture  that  few 
elements  are  overlooked,  and  what  those  elements  might  be  are 
not  missed. 

A  Walk  Among  the  Tombstones 

•  Lawrence  Block,  William  Morrow  and  Company,  $17.00 

It  would  be  difficult  to  top  the  impact  of  Lawrence  Block's  last 
book,  A  Dance  to  the  Slaughterhouse,  but  it  has  been  done.  The  latest 
exploit  of  Matthew  Scudder  probes  deeper  into  the  festering 
sores  of  New  York's  underbelly  than  any  public  record.  Police 
reports  may  have  more  crimes  per  page  and  the  postmortems 
more  gore,  but  they  do  not  have  plots,  introspective  detectives,  or 
blood-drenched  innocent  bystanders. 

This  is  not  a  book  for  the  weak-hearted  or  weak-stomached. 
But  for  that,  this  book  offers  a  tense  plot,  expressive  writing,  and 
unusual  and  thoroughly  real  people  with  desperate  problems.

Driving  down  Route  6  in  Fairhaven,  it's 
difficult  not  to  notice  a  cache  of  little  stores  dubbed 
|  the  Lifestyles  Plaza.  These  eye-catching  storefronts 
across  from  G.  Bourne  Knowles  boast  an  array  of 
thriving  businesses.

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Changes  in  the  Mail 

Some  of  our  readers  have  noticed  a  few 
changes  in  the  mail  in  the  past  few  weeks. 

The  Wanderer  has  been  expanding  its  circula- 
tion and  mailings  in  Mattapoisett,  Marion  and 
^tochester,  as  well  as  across  the  United  States. 
Several  of  our  subscribers  have  expressed 
concern  at  the  cost  of  mailing  individual  sub- 
scriptions at  first-class  rates.  These  subscriptions 
cost  between  $1.21  and  $1.44  weekly  to  mail 
($72.  a  year).  Just  this  week,  our  subscription 
base  has  changed  from  individual  first  class 
pieces  to  a  bulk  rate. 

To  mail  these  at  the  bulk  rate  we  needed  a 
200  piece  mailing.  Now  that  we  have  enough 
subscribers,  we  can  expand  to  a  third  class  bulk 
rate  which  costs  about  53tf  an  issue  to  mail  ($28. 
a  year).  With  the  new  bulk  mailing  we  will  be 
increasing  the  subscription  cost  to  $28  a  year/ 
$14  for  six  months.  Those  who  have  already  paid 
for  a  subscription  will  not  be  charged  anything 
additional. 

We  have  included  a  convenient  subscription 
form  here  so  that  if  you  are  interested  in  sub- 
scribing, you  need  just  return  it  with  payment 
and  you  will  receive  a  copy  each  week. 
A        Our  rural  route  mailings  have  also  increased 
^)ver  the  past  few  months.  On  some  weeks,  as 
our  budget  allows,  we  have  printed  additional 
copies  of  The  Wanderer  and  mailed  to  more  rural 
routes  than  listed.  Our  goal  is  to  produce  enough 
copies  to  mail  to  each  rural  route  customer  in 
Mattapoisett,  Marion  and  Rochester  every  week. 
The  cost  of  a  mailing  of  this  size  would  be  $1,037 
a  week  ($51,850  a  year). 

Until  we  can  afford  to  make  such  a  financial 
reach,  we  will  have  to  continue  mailing  to  as 
many  customers  as  we  can  each  week  and  in- 
crease these  numbers  slowly.  The  routes  to 
which  we  mail  to  each  week  are  listed  at  the  top 
of  the  inside  back  page.  We  will  continue  to 
rotate  these  routes  on  a  weekly  basis  so  that 
everyone  is  equally  served. 

We  thank  you  for  your  continued  interest 
and  support.
